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East End CPF 
Revenues for First 
Four Months Down 
Year-Over-Year

‘ES East End’s Peconic Bay Community Preserva- 
tion Fund (CPF) revenues for the first four months 
of 2022 are 3.8% lower than the first four months a year 
ago, according to Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr., the 
fund’s architect. While there are economic concerns 
afoot, it’s not as alarming when looking at iS figures 
historically, he said 

The community preservation fund, which generates 
money from a 2% tax on all real estate transfers, yielded 
$72.31 million from January through April, down com- 
pared to the $75.17 million that was collected during 
the same period in 2021. 

“Real estate activity is less than a year ago, largely 
due to the lack of inventory,” Thiele said. But, just be- 
cause the COVID real estate boom may be over, that 
doesn’t mean it’s all bad news. 

“It’s down from the peak, but it’s still higher than any 
other year,” Thiele said by phone last week. “Historical- 
ly the market is a pretty healthy market, it just isn’t the 
super hot market it was during the pandemic,” when 
people were clamoring to buy real estate in the Hamp- 
tons. “CPF revenues for 2022 still remain at historically

high levels when compared to revenues before the pan- 
demic,” he says. “Revenues for the first four months of 
2022 are the second-highest in the 24-year history of 
the program.” Looking just at the first quarter alone, it 
was the largest first quarter in the fund’s 23-year his- 
tory, Behind The Hedges reported in May. 

In the last 12 months, the CPF has generated $207.7 
million. April marked the 2ist consecutive month that 
revenues have exceeded $10 million. Since its inception 
in 1999, the preservation fund has generated $1.883 
billion. However, April 2022’s revenues compared 


year-over-year were also down, totaling $16.22 million, 


as compared with $19.95 million in 2021. It also marks 
the third consecutive month where CPF revenues were 
less than the corresponding month a year ago. 

There are simply fewer transactions, Thiele says, but 
the luxury real estate market keeps pumping money 
into the community preservation fund. “There’s still a 
lot of transactions on the high end, on the luxury end,” 
he adds. For instance, Suffolk County deed showed last 


week, that former TODAY host Matt Lauer sold his wa- 
terfront estate on Actors Colony Road for a combined 
$40.9 million in April. 

Even more concerning than the lack of i per are 
concerns over the substantial reduction in the stock 
market, inflation and increased interest rates. Thiele 
spoke to Behind The Hedges on the same day that the 
Federal Reserve again raised interest rates this year — 
by 0.75%, the largest increase since 1994 — though he 
says increased interest rates, have less of an impact on 
the high end of the market. 

“From the time I was town attorney until now, the 
connection between real estate on the East End and 
the stock market — you can draw a pretty straight line © 
between those two things,” he says. 

Thiele points to 2019, when President Trump’s ad- 
ministration passed the tax bill and “wiped out SALT,’ 
capping the tax deduction at $10,000. “That policy 
action by itself was enough to put a shiver through ~ 
the East End real estate market. We had been averag- 
ing $90 million a year in the CPF. Then a year after, it 
dropped to the $70 millions, then corrected itself. And 
then the pandemic hit.” 

“We went from $77 million to #15 million,” in CPF 
revenues, he says of that change. “People get used to 


- that. Two years of that and people think that’s the way it 


should be always,” he adds. 

Even with the dip in activity and the economic 
woes, Thiele does not think the East End is headed to- 
ward a major economic downturn, such as during the 
Great Recession. “I don’t think we’re headed towards 
2009/2010,” he says. In 2007 the CPF collected $96 
million. By 2009, the annual revenues went down to 
$56 million and dropped every further in 2010 to $40 
million. —

Village, has announced plans to use property acquired 

on Bridge and Rose Streets to build a 79-unit affordable 
housing development. 

Plans for the approximately $70 million mixed-use 
project were unveiled at a Sag Harbor Village Board 
meeting on Tuesday, June 14, during which three new 
laws were adopted to encourage affordable housing. 
“This project will take approximately 18 months to 
complete, after approvals, and it is a completely sepa- 
rate project from Bay Street’s new theater,” Potter said 
inan email. 


The site will simultaneously provide 30,000 square 
feet of commercial retail space on the 1.44-acre site, 
assembled from five lots, including 11,12 and 23 Bridge 
Street and 8 and 12 Rose Street. Preference will be given 
to any business that may be displaced by “the potential 
new theater construction and possible demolition of 2 


Main Street,” according to a Q&A provided. . 


An entity tied to the non-profit Friends of Bay Street 
purchased 2 Main Street, known to locals at Fort 
Apache, for $18 million in 2021. The not-for-profit pur- 
chased the nearby property at 22 Long Island Avenue 
back in 2020 and has plans to build a new, permanent 
home for the theater, erty located on the Long 
Wharf. 

The proposed new complex on Bridge Street will 
comprise a 36-foot tall, three-story building with com- 
mercial uses on the ground floor and apartments on the 
top two stories. Among the 79 units, the building will 
include 62 one-bedroom apartments and 17 two-bed- 
room apartments. The proposal calls for a maximum

will be set aside for a live-in building superintendent). 
According to a Q&A Potter supplied, rents will be es- 
tablished in accordance with the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development's (HUD) set income limits, 
which are based on median family income and fair 


market rents. 

“The majority of the apartments will be set at 60% 
AMI and the current rent is $1,542/month for a one- 
bedroom unit and $1,847/month for a two-bedroom 
unit,” the Q&A explains. 

Since New York State is the main ace source for 
the project, all the apartments will remain affordable 
for a minimum of 50 years. “The new Sag Harbor law 
also requires all apartments be affordable in ae 
ity,” it continues. 

One of the biggest questions that has come up in’ ie 
discussion of affordable housing is the impact on the 
school district. “Based on the 2020 Census and other 
forecasting tools, it is estimated the proposed project 
will generate an increase of 11 to 14 school-aged chil- 
dren, an increase of 1.5 percent over current enroll- 
ment”-in the Sag Harbor School District,” the informa- 
tion says. 

While the mixed-use building will face Bridge Street, 
the complex plans also call for a separate one-story 
commercial building with a courtyard, planted with a 
lawn, behind it. 

An application process began on Wednesday, June 
15, when plans were submitted to the village. The plan 
will need Sag Harbor Village Planning Board approval 
to merge the individual lots into one, as well as the 
board taking a look at the overall site plan design.

Village of Southampton trustee was un- 
eated and another was re-elected in a 
four-way race that was’the only contest out 
of four village elections held June 17 on the 
East End. 

William Manger Jr. ousted Southampton 
Village Trustee Joseph McLoughlin, who won 
his first term in 2020, by a nearly 200-vote 
margin. Deputy Mayor Gina Arresta was the 
top vote getter with 653, and challenger Kim- 
berly Allen placed last with 367, according to 
the village clerk. Justice Barbara Wilson won 
her seat after running unopposed. 

Despite a lack of competition, the Village 
of Sagaponack’s election resulted in a chang- 
ing of the guard after Mayor Don Loucheim 
declined to seek re-election. His predecessor, 
former mayor William Tillotson, ran unop- 
posed for his old job back. He and Trustees 
Lisa Duryea Thayer and Marilyn Clark were 
re-elected with 46 votes in that race, officials 
said. 

In the Village of Quogue, Mayor Robert 
Treuhold was re-elected with 127 votes, 
Trustee Kimberley Payne was re-elected with 
119 votes and newcomer Sally Beatty won an 
open seat with 118 votes, all without opposi- 
tion. 

Westhampton Beach Village Mayor Maria 
Moore and village trustees Ralph Urban and 
Stephen Frano were also re-elected without 
contest, although the vote tally was not im- 
mediately available. 

Results of elections held June 21 in the vil- 
lages of North Haven, East Hampton and Sag 
Harbor were not available as of press time. -

PSEG-LI to Host 
Hearing on 
Greenbelt Cable

PSEG Long Island will host a public hearing June 
28 on its proposal to bury power lines through a 5.2- 
mile stretch of a nature preserve in Sag Harbor. 

The cable would run parallel to existing overhead 
power cables in a right of way that cuts through the 
Long Pond Greenbelt, a collection of coastal plain 


ponds and wetlands that are home to endangered 
species such as the tiger salamander. 

The project has the potential to significantly dis- 
turb natural habitats and negatively impact pro- 
tected species in the greenbelt, which is designated a 
“critical environmental area” by Southampton Town 
and Suffolk County, according to Suffolk Legisla- 
tor Bridget Fleming (D-Noyac), who had a measure 
passed enabling the legislature to weigh in on the 
plan. 

The utility said the new line is needed to ensure 
reliability. It will run between the Bridgehampton 
substation in Bridgehampton and the Buell substa- 
tion in East Hampton.

is past Saturday, June 11, I went to 
a lecture given by a lawyer named 
Mark A. Torres about his new book 
Long Island Migrant Labor Camps: 
Dust for Blood. He spoke at the First 
Baptist Church of Bridgehampton. 
Potato farming has been going on 
for centuries here. And farm families 


could handle it. But by 1940, the po- - 


tato industry had become so large that 
potato farming was the dominant in- 
dustry on eastern Long Island. There 
were more than 70,000 acres of potato 
farms and 1,000 farms on Long Island 
by the late 1940s. 

In some years, the farmers pro- 
duced, packed and shipped an incred- 
ible 20 million bushels of potatoes to 
wholesalers and retailers everywhere. 
Turned out the only way to handle this 
was to send local school buses south 
to bring thousands of Black migrant 
workers north in August and Septem- 
ber to pick the crops. 

I was a teenager when my dad moved 
our family out here in the 1950s. The 
potato - fields were beautiful green 
carpets all the way to the horizon in 
almost every direction. Meanwhile, 
sometimes on Sundays, I saw Black 
migrant workers in their dirty clothes 
lounging around on Main Street in 
Bridgehampton — a town completely 
surrounded by potato farms — enjoy- 
ing the sunshine on the one day they 
didn’t have to work. They'd sip from 
small paper bags containing open 
bottles of Thunderbird wine. I knew 
they had to be the farmhands. Part of 
the scene. 

What I did not know was that mi- 
grants were paid wages subsequently 
clawed back by the farmers for food, li- 
quor and rent. The rent was for beds in 
camps on the farms, substandard bar- 
racks without running water, electric- 
ity or privacy. I also did not know that a 
few years earlier, a kerosene-fueled fire 
at one of these camps in Bridgehamp- 
ton killed two children because that 
day, the mothers, normally tending 
their children while their men worked, 
had been called out — the picking was

going too slow — and so had to leave the 
children to themselves. 

In his lecture, Mr. Torres told of 
fires and deaths in still other camps on 
other days. There were over a hundred 
such camps and no housing rules regu- 
lated them. 

Where Torres spoke, in that 
church on Sag Harbor Turn- 
pike, many who came to 
listen were elders now who 
lived nearby, the children 
or grandchildren of these 
migrants. After the lecture, 
there was a Q&A, and some 
in the audience spoke, proudly 
noting they had persevered and in 


recent years things had dramatically ~ 


improved. But they needed to embrace 
their heritage. Like it or not. 

After that fire in 1949, the local farm 
community, shocked at what hap- 
pened, vowed to never let that happen 
again. As a group, they bought a 6-acre 
farm on the turnpike and gave it to the 
Black community so that during heavy 
workloads on the farm, the children 
could go to a safe place to be cared for 
by others. That has become the Bridge- 
hampton Child Care and Recreational 
Center today. 

Today, the potato farming industry 
is not the major crop it once was. It 
takes up only a few thousand acres, and 
there’s now no need for migrant work- 
ers. The camps were razed. It’s over.

However, I believe this dramatic 
decline might have been inadvertently 
hastened by an article published in 
Dan's Papers back then. 


THE STORY OF TEMIK 
I had befriended a young man 

named Martin Shepard in 1975. 
: ‘A one-time psychiatrist from 
New York, he now earned 

his living buying lots adja- 

cent to potato farms and 
building modern homes on 
them. One day, in the fall 
1978, he said he‘ like to write 
an article for Dan’s Papers. 
“Give me a topic,” he said. 

I had rented a small oceanfront 
house on Sandune Court in Sagapo- 
nack that year. Across the street, 
Shepard had built a modern home 


- alongside a potato field and was now 


living in it while it was up for sale. 
“You know I studied architecture in 
grad school,” I told him. “Never became 
an architect, but I remember we stud- 
ied a city planning project adjacent toa 
farm field. The professor told us homes 
should not be put there. Farmers spray 
crops. I wonder if the water at your 
house is pure. Ask the county to test 
your drinking water. Write about it.” 
At that time, the potato farmers 
were experiencing the loss of much 
of their crops to an infestation of 
nematode bugs. However, they were

now spraying a new miracle chemical 
called Temik on their fields. Its poi- 
sons were, according to Union Carbide 
Corporation, its maker, biodegradable. 
And it was a big success at eradicating

A month later, Shepard called to tell 
me there was no story here. His drink- 


_Ing water passed. — 


But I was suspicious. “What did they 
test for?” 

He told me. Arsenic, lead, mercury. 

“That’s industrial stuff. Aren’t they 
testing for pesticides?” - 

The county test had cost $50 and 
he had spent that. For a pesticides test 
they referred him to a private firm, 
which would require $200. 

We decided that since it was his 
property but my story, wed split the 
cost. Turned out that Temik, not biode- 
graded, was still in his drinking water. 
We told the county about it, urging - 
them to test elsewhere. And they did. 

On August 9, 1979, Marty’s article 
appeared in Dan's Papers. Headline 
was “What’s in the Water?” It cre- 
ated a sensation. A month later, the 
county announced that tests of over 
8,000 wells found Aldicarb, a poison 
in Temik, not biodegrading, in 13.5% 
of them. 

Temik was immediately banned. 
And Union Carbide, financially reel- 
ing, was required to provide bottled 
drinking water for thousands of homes 
for years. The nematode infestation 
roared back. a 

_ And so, potato farming, now only 
marginally profitable, began an even 
more precipitous decline. Taxes, 
linked to land values, soared, and 
farmers couldn’t pay them. Develop- 
ers came in. Farm equipment auctions 
were held. Farm families left. As for 
back taxes, a new law was passed al- 
lowing real estate development rights 
to be sold to the county. Farm taxes 
became affordable. Most farming to- 
day is for vegetables and grapes. 

Around 1990, I watched a young 
man loading bundles of Dan’s Papers 
into our delivery trucks for free distri- 
bution in nearby stores wearing an old 
Temik baseball cap. I offered him $50 
for it. But he refused. 

I have very mixed emotions about 
all this. Glad at some of it. Horrified 
at other parts of it, to this day, even in 
this church.

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Transition 
Turbulence: 
East Hampton 
Airport Flap 
Lands in 
Limbo

x the debate over the future of the East Hamp- 
on Airport skyrockets with an intensity fueled 
by a torrent of lawsuits and talk of closure, the facil- 
ity’s future appears cloudier than ever. 

It’s been more than a month since a Suffolk 
County court judge temporarily grounded the Town 
of East Hampton’s plans to close the airport for 33 
hours in May and convert it to a prior permission 
required model in an effort to restrict flights. In 
response to that decision stemming from aviation 
interests filing four lawsuits aimed at canceling the 
plan altogether, town officials have begun explor- 
ing closing the airport instead. And the Village of 
Sag Harbor got caught in a related debate over ad- 
vertisements offering seaplane service using the wa- 
ter off its coast as an alternative — all as the peak 
season crowds return upon school letting out for 
summer. 

“This is a mess of the town’s own making,” Randy 
Mastro of the Manhattan-based law firm of Gibson, 
Dunn & Crutcher LLP, who represents charter flight 
booking app operator Blade Air Mobility in one of the 
suits, wrote in a motion asking the court to fine the 
town for allegedly violating the temporary restrain- 
ing order (TRO). 

The wrangling follows a long-standing debate over 
the airport. The town had been barred from enacting 
restrictions until Federal Aviation Administration 
grant assurances expired in September. Environ- 
mentalists and neighbors complaining about noise 
called for its closure, while business leaders said that 
doing so would negatively impact the local economy. 
A federal court had struck down a prior town pei as 
at enacting flight rules years prior. 

A day before the town planned to convert the 
airport, Judge Paul J. Baisley Jr. had issued a TRO 
barring the Town of East Hampton from follow- 
ing through on its plan to deactivate the airport at . 
11:59 p.m. on May 17 and activate the new airport in 
Wainscott at 9 a.m. May 19. It would be the second 
time the plan was delayed. An earlier attempt was 
derailed in February. 

The FAA said that despite the court order, it had to 
move forward with changing the airport code, its ap- 
proaches, and other procedures to maintain airspace 
safety. 
“The deactivation of the East Hampton airport is | EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT 1 
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a process that cannot be quickly and, 
more importantly, safely stopped, or 
undone, by the FAA, as certain steps 
have already been taken,” — FAA Re- 
gional Administrator Marie Kenning- 
ton-Gardiner had written in a letter to 
the town. 

East Hampton Airport’s prior code 


of HTO was changed to JPX. The. 


switches would enable the town to en- 
act new flight curfews, limit the num- 
ber of takeoff and landings per aircraft 
and other restrictions. The litigation 
threw a wrench in those plans, but 
the plaintiffs allege that the town also 
started enacting new flight restric- 
tions anyway after the FAA changes 
happened. 


Bill O’Connor, an attorney with the 
law firm of Cooley LLP that the town 
hired to handle the airport transition, 
said at a June 7 town board meeting 
that East Hampton would explore 
closing the airport in response to the 
“mountain of litigation.” 

“Unless the town can achieve the 
community’s desire for a balanced air- 
port in the near term, it is our under- 
standing the town must now pursue a 
path to closure,” he said. 

The plaintiffs added that talk to their 
request to have Baisley find the town in 
contempt of court. Both sides are due 
back in court on June 23 (at the time 
of writing). 

Besides Blade and two other groups

suing in county court, the National 
Business Aviation Association (NBAA) 
and others filed a pair of motions in 
federal court that challenged the tran- 
sition’s compliance with a previous 
federal appeals court ruling on the is- 
sue and alleged that the move violates 
the Airport Noise and Capacity Act of 
1990 (ANCA). 

Outside of court, Blade had begun 
advertising new regularly scheduled 
seaplane service from Manhattan to 
the float in the bay off Sag Harbor, 
which alarmed officials and residents 
there who were concerned about a po- 
tential increase in flights there if the 
East Hampton Airport restrictions 
go into effect. In response, the village

held a hearing on the issue and Blade 
CEO Rob Wiesenthal, a Sag Harbor 
area resident, published a full page ad 
in a local newspaper trying to calm 
concerns. That brouhaha came after 
representatives of Blade confirmed re- 
ports that trips to East Hampton Air- 
port will be $1,025 — up nearly 30% 
from $795 per passenger — once new 
rules limit the company to one trip per 
day, diverting many of Blade’s flights to 
surrounding airports. 

When will the East Airport saga 
finally arrive at its destination? The 
only certainty at this point is that it 
won't be as speedy as a 42-minute he- 
licopter flight from Manhattan to the 
Hamptons.

i ee host of NBC’s TODAY Matt Lau- 
er finally unloaded his waterfront 
Hamptons estate on North Haven and 
now we know how much he banked. 

According to Suffolk County deed 
transfers available this week, Lauer 
sold the three parcels on Actors Colo- 
ny Road for a combined $40.9 million - 
— $4.4 million more than what he paid 
for the property six years ago. 

Though looking for a buyer for the better 
part of the last three years, he put the 6.3-acre prop- 
erty back on the market, once again, last summer for 
$43.995 million.

Lauer and his now ex-wife, Annette Roque, bought 
the home from the actor Richard Gere in 2016 
for $36.5 million, according to published 
reports at the time.

“It is very much a work in process, but it al- 
ways will be. It is my place to experiment; to 
test ideas about growing native plants, creat- 
ing habitat, and managing biomass before I 
try them on my clients, or recommend them to 
others.” ; 

She does not remove any biomass from the 
property, experimenting with different ways to 
use them, such as “log walls from invasive trees, 
Hugelkulture piles, hay stacks of the meadow cut- 
tings, plus lots of composting,” she said.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: 


Casey Chalem Anderson

is week’s cover art comes to us from Casey 
Chalem Anderson — marking her 11th Dan’s 
Papers cover to date. Here, she discusses her an- 
nual search for flower fields to paint, the plein 
air experience and developing her colorful art 
style. 


Tell us about the inspiration and creation 
of “Balsam Farms Flower Rows.” 

This spot is one of the most glorious on the 
East End. The first time I saw this explosion of 
color stretching out as far as the eye could see, I 
was stunned. I could not believe such a place was 
right here in Amagansett, only a few miles from 
the ocean. The entire farm was donated by Debo- 
rah Ann Light to the Peconic Land Trust and is a 
preserved property. They have an excellent farm 
stand where you can get vegetables, bread, pies 
and bouquets of fresh flowers straight out of the 
field. 

The field stretches out and sweeps across; your 
vision takes in the entirety. Your peripheral vision 
is filled to the brim. The flower field is a sea of 
color, dotted with dabs of scarlet, pink, olive and 
jade. We view it as a bird would, skimming and 
racing across the tops of sticky weeds, skirting 
the buzzing insects and stretching our eyes into 
the distance as far as they will take us. There is 
ease and freedom as the eye flows across swiftly. 

There is an awareness that the flowers are fleet- 
ing; they come with an expiration date. There is 
a real urgency to drink in the beauty before it’s 
gone forever. Flowers remind us that every mo- 
ment we have is all you'll ever have. 

If you take it for granted, even for a moment, 
you risk losing what’s essential, the thrill of their 
momentary existence. All you can do to hold on is 
preserve the land, and by doing that, hold space 
for the flowers to return.

When you visit East End locales like Balsam 
Farms, do you search for se or does 
inspiration find you? 

Every summer, I search for flower fields to paint 
because they make everyone feel so good. The explo- 
sion of color lifts your spirits. I get so excited to get out 


there and paint what I see and feel. Each year is differ- _ 


ent. There is no guarantee that the flower field you saw 
last year will return, so capturing it in paint while it is 
happening is crucial. 

Observing the constant motion of ocean waves is a 
year-round activity. I love getting down to the shore- 
line and seeing what is happening; it’s never the same 
wave twice. I look for the movement. 


How does your creative process change as 
the weather gets warmer? 

Painting Plein Air is intense. The heat, the bugs, 
the wind and schlepping the painting equipment are 
challenging but well worth it. A small painting done

in the field will generate many large pieces I create in 


my studio. Sometimes I risk blowing-away in the wind 
and paint a more significant piece outside- you have to 
work quickly, but the pressure is exhilarating. 


How did you develop your art style? 

I was introduced to oil painting at the High School 
of Art and Design in NYC. We were taught a primary 
palette and approach; it was a good start. In college 
at the University of California, Berkeley, I was an art 
Major and primarily painted figures as all my accom- 
plished professors were Bay Area Figurative School 
members. But once I moved to the Hamptons, observ- 
ing the landscape became my obsession, especially 
the ever-changing colors of the sky and water. 

Over the years, I’ve developed my style and con-

tinue to explore new ways of getting the paint onto the 


canvas. I use high-quality brushes to describe specific 
areas. Then, I use cotton rags, rubber-tipped imple- 
ments and ragged worn brushes for special effects. I 
will sometimes even paint with my fingers (gloved, of 
course). 

Color is enthralling for me and central to my expres- 
sion as a painter. Whether painting an ocean wave 
or a field of flowers, I’m always on the hunt to make 
new color combinations that resonate. I use only the 
highest quality oil paint. This allows me an enormous 
range of transparent and opaque colors and confi- 
dence that the painting will last hundreds of years. 


What artistic accomplishment are as most 
proud of? 

It’s always the painting currently on the easel that 
has me engrossed. That’s the painting that grips my 
imagination and dominates my thoughts. 

The most compelling show I’ve had was just me, 
Fairfield Porter and Neil Welliver. I was honored to 
show with such esteemed artists. Also, it’s pretty cool 
to have my 11th cover on Dan’s Papers!

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Latin Authenticity Proves Key in Bay Street 
Theater’s ‘Anna in the Tropics’ Casting —

ollowing the successful return to form that was 

Scooter Pietsch’s Windfall, Bay Street Theater 
in Sag Harbor is prepping the red carpet once 
again for the debut of their second MainStage 2022 
show, Nilo Cruz’s Anna in the Tropics. 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning play takes place in 
1929 Tampa, Florida and follows a Cuban Ameri- 
can family working in a steamy cigar factory while 
dealing with their personal vices: greed, lust, envy. 
As they’re struggling with their own issues, they’re 
confronted with a rush of modernization that 
could destroy their precious traditions if they don’t 
come together as a family. — 

‘Directed by Marcos Santana, the cast was me- 
thodically selected with authenticity in mind, re- 
sulting in an all Latin American cast with mostly 
Cuban American actors. The cast includes Chris- 
tian Barillas as CheChe, Maria Isabel Bilbao as 
Marela, Serafin Falcon as Santiago, Iliana Guibert 
as Ofelia, Guillermo Ivan as Paloma/Eliades, An- 
thony Michael Martinez as Juan Julian, and Chris- 
tine Spang as Conchita. 

With Anna in the Tropics previews beginning 
Tuesday, June 28, opening night on Saturday, July 2 
and the show running through July 24, we had the 
opportunity to speak with three of the show’s actors 
about how this dedication to accurate casting is influ- 
encing the authenticity and flavor of this production. 


As a Cuban American actor, do you feel 
a stronger connection to your Anna in the 
Tropics character compared to non-Cuban 
Latin American roles you’ve played? 


Iliana Guibert: I do, I have to be honest, I do. 
There are nuances and things in the language that 
are so specific and beautifully done. So yes, I defi- 
nitely feel more of a connection because of that. 


Do you feel that connection has helped you 
tap into the character and portray her in a 
more authentic way? 


Iliana Guibert: It has, and just the fact that 
there’s so much Cuban flavor, not just Latin flavor 
but specifically Cuban flavor in this cast, I feel like 
I’m going to walk out of here even more Cuban than 
when I walked in. 


Christian, do you feel a stronger connec- 
tion to your Anna in the Tropics character 
compared to other Latin American roles 
you’ve played? 


Christian Barillas: For me, that applies a little 
bit differently, because I’m from Guatemala, and 
what’s interesting about my character is that we don’t 
really know where he’s from. He’s specifically an out- 


sider to the world, so I find that what I’m experienc- . 


ing is that some of the sensibilities or the music in my 
language is slightly different — actually, the Spanish 


is certainly radically different from everybody else in 
the cast — so I’m guessing that the character is going 
to read as being from elsewhere. 


Iliana Guibert: We actually say it. My charac- 
ter has a line where she says that he’s really from 
a town up north, meaning that he’s not Cuban. He 
might be Cuban because his father was, but we don’t 
know where the mother is from. We're assuming that 
the mother’s American because he’s from up north 
meaning like Trenton. 


Interesting. Christian, do you think the 
show production has drawn out the nuances 
and differences between your Guatemalan 
culture and Cuban culture? 


Christian Barillas: Not particularly. I don’t 
think anybody’s going to be able to grasp that, and 
certainly in rehearsals we're still finding our lan- 
guage as an ensemble. At the moment, I find that us- 
ing my own Spanish is going’to be useful, because 
it doesn’t sound like theirs. At the beginning of the 
process I was leaning toward using theirs as a way to 
have the character assimilate into their world, but I 
think actually drawing the difference is more useful 
for the storytelling. Most of the play is largely in Eng- 
lish, but it’s peppered with Spanish words here and 
there, and-certainly the way that I pronounce them is 
different from the way that they do. 


Serafin, do you feel a stronger connection 
to your Anna in the Tropics character com- 
pared to prior roles? 


Serafin Falcon: Absolutely. For one thing, this 
is a very personal piece to me, because my grand-

mother and all her siblings were cigar rollers in ~ 


Cuba, going back a couple of generations. I never expe- 
rienced that, because I was born and raised in Miami. 

As an actor, seldomly do I ever get to audition for a 
Latino role that is Cuban or even Cuban American. I’m 
very, what they call in the industry, ethnically ambigu- 
ous, so I’m often read for roles that aren’t even Latino 
and are from other countries or ethnically ambiguous. 

It is more than a personal honor ... to be able to 
play (a character) in that time in my grandparents’ 
Cuba, which I never got to experience but grew up 
with it infused in me from her stories and from the 


day-to-day of growing up. It’s very special because © 


even though, like Christian said, there are only some 
words sprinkled in Spanish, Nilo Cruz has this way of 
writing where the musicality and rhythm of it — even 
though it’s all in English, you do a double take at times 
thinking, “Wait, did I just hear that in Spanish or in 
English?” And it’s because of the way he puts those 
words together. 


Wow, it sounds like this experience will give 


you a lot to talk about and explore with your | 


family. 

Serafin Falcon: Definitely. And I did this play 
over 10 years ago, but I played another character. Now 
at my age, I’m playing the patriarch; it’s on a very per- 
sonal level as far as my ancestors. It’s very interesting 
what I’m feeling; what’s coming through and what I’m 
discovering. 


How do you feel that working with an all 
Latin American cast and director influenc- 
es this production? 


Iliana Guibert: I think part of it is the spice 
that it adds to it — that flavor that can sometimes

be missing. I’m not saying someone who’s not Latin 
can't do this play, because as actors, it’s our job to 
bring things to life, but this just gives it an added 
flavor. I think it’s a bonus to be able to have a cast 
that is an all-Latin cast. 

When we went to the first rehearsal and had 
our meet-and-greet where we were all introduc- 
ing ourselves, all of a sudden it was like, “Wait a 
minute, youre Cuban? Oh my god, that’s unbe- 
lievable! Wait, YOU’RE Cuban?” And when we 
learned four of us are Cuban, we were shocked, 
because that never happens. Never does that hap- 
pen. It was a delightful surprise. We were in awe 
and thrilled. 


Christian Barillas: And obviously that was 
intentional from our director whose background 
is Puerto Rican. But I will add that certainly Nilo 
Cruz, as one of the Latin playwrights of this coun- 
try, creating work for Latin actors, it’s certainly 
important to honor the intention of not only him 
but other writers like him, and by having all of 
us in this cast, it gives us incredible cultural 
shortcuts where there is understanding that can 
be achieved really quickly in conversation with 
the director about the inherent values that we all 
share as Latin Americans. 


Serafin Falcon: I think I’ve seen in every- 
one’s eye at some point where something — es- 
pecially during the first week when we were do- 
ing table work and talking about the story, and 
our amazing dramaturge brought in this wealth

of information from the time — where I know I 
was able to connect dots and realize, “Oh, that’s 
why it was done this way. That’s why it’s called 
what it’s called.” Even Marella and Conchita, 
our daughters who are younger, were connect- 
ing dots: “Oh, my grandmother. Oh, my mother.” 
That’s beautiful. That’s not something that hap- 
pens very often when I’m on set, on a production 
or onstage. 


Would you like to share any closing 
thoughts as you look ahead to opening 
night? 


Iliana Guibert: I can speak for only myself, 
but I am on cloud nine to be working with this 
team, to be bringing this to Bay Street. I’ve gone

to productions at Bay Street — they do beautiful 
work — but to see this on the stage is so special, 
it really is. 


Christian Barillas: It’s also just an incred- 
ibly written play that hasn’t been, to my knowl- 
edge, performed in this part of the country in 
quite a while. And so to have this opportunity to 
revisit it again after all the acclaim it had when 
it first came out 20 years ago is an incredible op- 
portunity and honor. 


Serafin Falcon: I’m at a loss for words. This 
whole experience has been beyond my wildest 
dreams. From the cast of professionals that I’m 
working with and have been feeling extremely 
comfortable with since day one to the experience 
— it’s my first time working in New York, I lived in 
LA for many years — and going out to Bay Street 
and how at home they’ve made us feel and contin- 
ue to make us feel with every step of the process. 
I shed a tear of joy and gratitude every morning, 
pretty much. 


Iliana Guibert: Just think, all this that we’re 
telling you, and we haven’t even opened the show 
yet. We're just getting warmed up. That’s how you 
know you've got something special.

he the years, Dan’s Papers has asked numerous 
cover artists, “If you weren't an artist, what would 
you be doing?” Few responses have been as intriguing 
as Hannaford Studios founder Jennifer Hannaford, 
who discussed her 25 years as a forensic scientist. 
Her journey from fingerprint expert to successful art- 
ist and gallery owner has certainly been an interest- 
ing one, as the fields of crime investigation and art 
couldn't be more different. 

“They re so very opposite, and I think that has been 
the most exciting part for me,” Hannaford says. “Fo- 
rensics is a very protocol-driven, step-by-step direct- 
ed activity — because we have to. convey to the courts 
exactly what we've done, and we need to follow proper 
procedures — but with art it’s been a very experimen- 
tal and freeing way to express myself.” 

During Hannaford’s career in forensic science, she 
would admire a print of Chuck Close’s “Phil,” a portrait 
created with the artist’s fingerprints, that hung above 
her desk. As the desire to combine her two interests 
grew stronger, Hannaford would feel inspired to cre- 
ate her own mugshot series with ink used for record- 
ing prints in the law enforcement setting and her own 
fingerprints. She began with portraits of fingerprint 
science pioneers such as Francis Galton and Dr. Henry 
Faulds — portraits which have since been sold to the 
Chinese Fingerprint Museum — and she would even- 
tually transition to more traditional mugshots, includ- 
ing those of civil rights icons such as Martin Luther 
King Jr. and Rosa Parks. 

“That’s how I started out — with the nexus between 
forensics and art, it was quite literally taking my fin- 
gerprint into the art process,” she says. This unique 
combination of skills has even granted Hannaford 
rare access to potential art by Picasso and Basquiat for 
the purposes of art authentication using fingerprints 
left by chance on the artworks. “I was really honored 
to get to just look at them close up,” she adds. 

Now working almost exclusively with paints, Han- 
naford creates new works primarily in her personal 
studio, but also at Hannaford Studios in Port Jeffer-

son where she plans to work from more often on up- 
coming weekends. These live studios, part of a gallery 
re-envisioning that also includes guest artist talks 
and demos and self-empowerment classes, will invite 
visitors to witness the creative process and ask ques- 
tions of both Hannaford and glass artist Karina Allen 
(@karina.allen.art). 

“T only have a few pieces in my gallery space, and 
we ve actually started converting it into a different ex- 
perience. I’ve pretty much sold most of my pieces,” she 
explains. “So in there you can find some of my prints, 
studies that I sell out of there; every now and then I 
have a large piece hanging in there — I only have two 
left but I’ve been doing a series of swimming dogs and 
a lot of portraiture for people ...” ee 

Hannaford Studios offers an eclectic and ever- 
changing inventory of handniade items, Earth- 
friendly products, upcycled clothing and: more. 
Plus, the neighboring business Simple Good 
(@shopsimplegood), owned by Hannaford’s partner 
Melanie Gonzalez, effectively doubles the environ- 
ment-conscious items on offer. As Long Island's first 
zero-waste lifestyle shop, Simple Good offers organic 
cotton clothes, non-toxic candles, reusable food con- 
tainers, kitchen and bathroom items, and more. 

Hannaford’s current series consists of models her 
team photographs swimming underwater, each com- 
missioned by someone who stumbled upon her art in 
Dan’s Papers, on Instagram @JenniferHannaford- 
FineArt or at The Ritz-Carlton at Lake Tahoe and fell 


in love. “I like to combine a lot of abstract and realism — 


on the same surface,” she says of her approach to un- 
derwater paintings. “I really like to activate the canvas 
with energy, and I feel that’s done through really ex- 
pressive brushstrokes. I’m not about just copying the 
water, I like it to feel like an experience. Sometimes 


you're not just painting what you see, you're painting 


how something feels.” 

In addition to her underwater portraits, her finger- 
print art is commissioned to this day, creating ample 
room for creativity in different genres and media.

While her coveted commissions are booked well into 
2023, she does have slots open for the underwater 
photoshoots at her pool or the client’s pool. 

“I love it when people want to do something cre- 
ative and new with it, and challenge me, so I’m up for 
anything always because I’m still learning, and hope- 
fully, I’m always learning,” she says, noting that with 
the abundance of commission work; it’s nice to paint a 
Montauk landscape or something different to help her 
mentally reset. “Sometimes I really need to do some- 
thing creative of my own. When you're doing commis- 
sions and they have to look like someone, sometimes 
you need to recalibrate by getting creative by yourself 
again. There will be pieces produced like that (avail- 
able at Hannaford Studios).” 

In addition to all the beauty Hannaford spreads 
within her gallery and in the homes of her clients, she 
and other artists are working with the Port Jefferson 
Chamber of Commerce and Business Improvement.

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North Fork Artist Anna Jurinich 
Sends Paintings to the Moon

t’s not uncommon for artists to dream of seeing 
their work proliferate beyond hometown galleries 
or coffee shops, eventually landing at influential big 
city venues and museums, and even other countries 
across the world. And while this may seem like the 
ultimate achievement, it turns out that one area art- 
ist’s work is leaving this planet and finding a home 
on the Moon. 
Wading River painter and Dan’s Papers cover art-

ist Anna Jurinich recently had two of her paintings 
selected to be part of the Lunar Codex, a thrilling 
project that’s sending a massive trove of art, writing, 
music and film aboard a spacecraft destined for the 
Moon. A time capsule of sorts, the collection of work 
will remain on the lunar surface for future genera- 
tions — and perhaps even extraterrestrials — to find 
and explore in order to better understand humanity 
and our culture at this unique point in our history. 
The Lunar Codex is also spreading hope, joy and 
wonder here on Earth right now, during a particu-

larly dark time for our species. 

A 74-year-old native of Croatia, Jurinich describes 
her inclusion in the Lunar Codex as a wonderful 
feather in her cap and a powerful legacy after a long 
career as an artist, full of achievements and disap- 
pointments. But, she explains, all it took to happen 
was for her to summon the courage to ask. 

“1 hate to tell people, it was the easiest thing I ever 
did as far as my career goes,” Jurinich says, pointing 
out that her husband heard about the project while 
watching the news about two months ago. “He said, 
so why don’t you do that?” 


After a bit of scoffing and giving all the reasons 


why she wouldn't or couldn't, the artist says she 
came around to the idea. “All of a sudden I sat there 
and I said, “Well, you know, I’m going to try to figure 
that out.” 

A quick Google search on “Art going to the Moon” 
led her right to lunarcodex.com, an expansive web- 
site detailing the Lunar Codex project and its creator 
Dr. Samuel Peralta, an artist, thinker, storyteller, 
physicist, entrepreneur and executive chairman of 
Incandence in Toronto, Canada. 

She emailed the site’s general mailbox and shared 
her story of escaping Croatia (then Yugoslavia) with 
her parents at age 11 and coming to America, where 
she excelled at art as a child, eventually leading her 
to attend Parsons School of Design on scholarship 


and then studying in Florence, Italy. Jurinich’s ca- 


reer highlights include painting covers and illustra- 
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tions for books and magazines, showing at dozens 
of galleries and winning a numerous awards and 
grants. 

“I’ve developed a strong empathy with people who 
leave,” she says, discussing her psychologically com- 
plex, diaristic and often surreal work. “People who 
leave their country, their people, their family, their 
music, their food, the way the atmosphere looks — 
every country you go, there’s a different feel. You 
leave that,” Jurinich continues, pointing out that she 
shared this in the message when she asked to be part 
of Dr. Peralta’s project, and explained why her work 
was made for the mission. She never even sent an 
image. 

“That was at 9 p.m. The next day at 10 a.m., I’m at 
my computer checking my emails thinking, I'll never 
hear from these people,” Jurinich says, but then she 
saw it: Dr. Peralta had replied with a request to add 
two of her paintings to the Lunar Codex. “The Delu- 
sion and Persistence of Peace” and “The Yellow Vase” 
were destined for the Moon. 

“It's amazing, I can’t believe it,” the still overjoyed 
artist says, recalling that exciting moment. 

“When I read that email, my husband was sitting 
out on the deck — it was already 11 a.m., 10:30 a.m. 
and I’m running down, and I just stand in front of 
him. He was reading the newspaper, he looks up and 
he says, “What?” I said, ‘I’m going to the Moon!” 

“She is really good,” Dr. Peralta says, offering his 
first impressions of Jurinich’s work. “She basically 
wrote me, sent a message to the website’s ‘more info’ 
section, so I reviewed all the work that she had,” he 
continues. “Usually we don’t reply if the work is not 
up to a certain standard, obviously, but hers was ex- 
cellent, so it was just a matter of choosing the work 
that would be included.” 

Dr. Peralta says his selections reflected a dichot- 
omy within Jurinich’s overall milieu. “One of them 
was a statement on the persistence of peace and the 
morality of it. The illusion of a lasting peace, but 
you have to keep striving for peace even though the 
peace is transitory. That spoke to me very strongly, 
especially with the kind of environment we're in at 
the moment,” he says of “The Delusion and Persis- 
tence of Peace,” which depicts a stunned woman 
holding a dove as it burns into her naked chest and 
doves die around her. 

“The other piece was a floral piece with a red- 
headed woman. And just the brilliance of colors in 
that made me feel a lightness that was somewhat 
opposite to the other one, which was more serious, 
so I thought they would make a good balance,” Dr. 
Peralta says of the second acrylic painting on paper, 
“The Yellow Vase,” showing a woman lying beside a 
beautifully rendered vase of flowers and fruit on the 
ground next to her. 

Images of Jurinich’s paintings will represent the 
United States and Croatia, and join works by some 
20,000—25,000 other artists from 101 countries 
on analog NanoFiche technology which can store 
150,000 pages of text or photos on a single 8.5 x 11- 
inch sheet. Made with nickel, NanoFiche is currently 
the highest density storage media in the world, is 
impervious to temperature and humidity, and has a 
near-zero degradation factor. 

“The nickel-based ones will last, the technologists 
tell me, hundreds of thousands of years, if not lon- 
ger,” Dr. Peralta says of this lunar Rosetta Stone, not- 
ing that music and film, which cannot be etched onto 
NanoFiche, are being sent via special memory cards

that are shielded from radiation but have a shorter 
lifespan. “Those won’t last hundreds of thousands of 
years, but they will last long enough,” he says. “The 
point of the technology is to compress everything in 
as small of a space as possible. Because otherwise 
the costs for launching physical objects into space 
becomes very prohibitive.” 

Dr. Peralta points out that the Lunar Codex uses 
space reserved for the project in three physically 
separate MoonBoxes, which will be consolidated in 
a single time capsule and attached to the lunar land- 
ers. “If you imagine the old Apollo landers that land 
on the Moon and basically stay there, they will be 
physically on the lander. So the lander becomes, if 
you like, a landmark where all the art and music and 
films and writings are being stored,” he says, add- 
ing later, “The object of NASA is to eventually put 
humankind back on the moon, so I’m putting the 
payloads on landing companies prior to the human 
landing.” 

If all goes according to plan, NASA does indeed 
intend to return to the Moon and begin the process 
of creating their Artemis Base Camp, a permanent 
outpost at the lunar south pole. The project will 
begin with unmanned flights very soon (“wet dress 
rehearsals” were underway as recently as Monday, 


June 20) with the goal of humans landing by 2024. 
Over time, as this camp expands and we learn from 
data collected on the Moon, Artemis will become the 
launch point for future missions to Mars. 

And a vast cache of art and culture will already be 
there waiting. 

“A lot of these artists are exceptionally good art- 


-ists and they labor for the love of their art without a 


lot of recognition,” Dr. Peralta says of Jurinich and 
the thousands of others who will enjoy the privilege 
of having their art on the Moon. “One of the things 
the Lunar Codex tries to do is not just preserve these 
slices of our cultural time, but also to tell these art- 
ists that you're seen. You don’t work in isolation, 
your work is valued, valued enough that we think it 
should be preserved for the future. And I think that’s 
one of the big messages that we want to say.” 

He continues, “It should inspire not just Anna, but 
other artists who labor simply for the love of their 
work, that one day somebody could come out of the 
blue, pluck their work from obscurity, as it were, and 
say, “You're destined for the Moon.”

Born in Brazil, Assui Reed has worked as a buyer 
and communications executive in luxury and fashion 
retail for more than 20 years, and during her long ca- 
reer, she began to notice the gender inequalities with- 
in her own industry. She points out that 75% of fashion 
customers are women, while only 14% of major fash- 
ion brands are actually led by women, and less than 
3% of all VC money goes to women-led companies. 
With this in mind, creating Matriark was a way to 
highlight women-owned and women-focused brands 
and causes. 

In addition to being a retail space, Matriark and her 
Matriark Club initiative offer a space to have conversa- 
tions, workshops, dinners and events dedicated to the 
company’s primary, women-driven ethos. 

Assui Reed lives in Sag Harbor with her husband 
Ron, her children Sophie and Ethan, and her dogs 
Umi and Nori, making the village the perfect spot for 
her brick-and-mortar venture. And Borthwick’s art 
fits beautifully into the world she continues to bring 
to life here.

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Something to Wine About: 


Sparkling Pointe Carnaval Rose

A you ready to celebrate 
pringing into summer 
with bubbles but not ready to 
spring for the price of a rosé 
Champagne? Try Sparkling 
Pointe’s Carnaval Rosé. At $36, 
this bright and lively bubbly is 
the perfect way to celebrate the 
change of season without hurt- 
ing your wallet. 

The wine is produced in the 
Methode Traditionnelle. This 
means the wine is produced in 
the same painstakingly time- 
consuming, traditional process 
used in the Champagne region 
of France where the second fer- 
mentation occurs in the bottle 
in order to produce bubbles. But 
it isn’t the only method used to 


produce bubbles in wine. Pro- 
secco, for example, is produced 
using the charmat or tank 
method, where the secondary 
fermentation is carried out in a 
tank. Some less expensive wines 
even use forced carbon dioxide. 

In the Champagne region of 
France, the traditional method 
is required. And the varietals 
allowed in the wines are regu- 
lated. Primarily only three 
varietals are used to produce 
Champagne: chardonnay, pinot 
noir and pinot meunier. Some 
allowed but lesser-used vari- 
etals are pinot blanc, pinot gris, 
petit meslier and arbane. How- 
ever, here in the United States 
no such regulations exist. This 
allows winemakers, including 
Sparkling Pointe’s Gilles Mar- 
tin, the freedom to use which- 


ever varietals they believe will 
create the best sparkler. 

For Sparkling Pointe’s Car- 
naval Rosé, Martin used 50% 
pinot noir, 41% chardonnay and 
9% merlot. The fermentation 
was done in stainless steel with 
the second bottle fermentation 
in the bottle for 18 months. 

The nose on this wine has 
notes of black cherry and rasp- 
berry. Both black cherry and 
raspberry are present on the 
palate as well. The finish is de- 
scribed perfectly in the wine- 
maker’s tasting notes: High- 
lights of strawberry shortcake 
and fruit preserve drive to a 
bright, clean finish.

“There’s 
a lot of camaraderie to cook with those guys. To 
me it shows that we have a special place, food- and 
wine-wise. We have a lot of foodies out there, and 
it’s nice to see the foodies supporting Long Island.” 

Celebrating the region’s fresh, farm- and sea- 
to-table ingredients, Chefs of the North Fork will 
be held from 6:30—-10 p.m. this Saturday, June 25 
at Atlantis Banquets & Events in Riverhead. The 
lineup also includes chefs and winemakers from Le 
Fusion, Chef Frank’s Market, Main Road Biscuit 


Co., McCall Wines, Rugged Jack’s, The Halyard: 


at Sound View Greenport, The Chequit, Claudio’s, 
Jamesport Vineyards, Borghese Vineyard & Win- 
ery, Ellen’s on Front, The Preston House & Hotel, 
RGNY, Pindar Vineyards, Insatiable Eats, Peconic 
Bay Vineyards and Raphael Wine. 

As for Chef Payard, a third-generation chef who 


honed his skills by his family’s side and at La Tour 
d’Argent in Paris, his new locale Southold Social, 
which debuted in mid-June, offers approachable, 
local-origin dishes with a focus on seasonality and 
provenance. Its menu boasts house-made cavatelli 
with veal ragu, brine-cured pork chop, Montauk 
black sea bass, summer truffle polenta, a lobster 
roll with piment d’espelette, a burger au poivre 
served with a mountain of pommes frites and line- 
caught crudo. 

“The idea was to make an American bistro,” 
says Payard, who lives next to the restaurant. “The 
menu is pretty much for everyone. You can find a 
lot of choices. The menu is easy to read and i ae for 
everybody.” 

The recently renovated bi-level restaurant, 


which displays original wooden beams and beau- 


tiful teak flooring, features four distinct environ- 


‘ments: a classic dining room; an energetic, buzzing 


bar area; an extensive tented outdoor patio; and a 
top floor 38-seat private dining space — perfect for 
a rehearsal dinner or special event. A grand fire pit 
for oyster roasts is slated to open on the outdoor 
patio by mid-summer. 

“Our goal is to try to make a very neighborhood 
place,” he adds. “We’re not trying to be fancy and 
uptight. The whole idea is to make a great restau- 
rant people love. My goal is to have people come 
back three times a week. It can be like their own 
place.” 

He noted that the restaurant will be open year 
round and not just for the summer. But most im- 
portantly, he emphasized the dessert menu. In ad-

As for Schaudel, his two restaurants on the 
North Fork each offer something unique. aMano is 
a Tuscan-style restaurant with a little bit of a coun- 


try feel.to it. 


“There’s a couple of the usual suspects, but we 
like to make the menu more like Italy and a little 
less like Little Italy,” Schaudel says. 

A Lure, on the other hand, is overlooking the 
Peconic Bay with a seafood-heavy menu. 

His appearance at Chefs of the North Fork comes 
as Schaudel is putting the finishing touches on his 
second book, A Second Helping, which is a fol- 
low up to Playing With Fire: Whining & Dining 
on the Gold Coast about his 100 wildest behind- 
the-scenes restaurant stories. He looks forward to 
breaking bread with his fans. 

“It’s a hoot,” he says. “It’s going to be a ona 
night.

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Kenosis: A term that you probably have never 

heard of, but will make your life better. 
I first learned of the term “kenosis” from Scott 
Peck’s book Golf and the Spirit. Golf and spiritu- 
ality go hand in hand for me, yet I never thought 
one concept would simultaneously improve both 
my spiritual practice and my golf game until I learned 
what kenosis meant. Kenosis, as Peck describes it, is “the 
process of the self-emptying itself of self. The point of being empty is not 
to have an empty mind — it is to make room for the new, the ‘Other.” 
When I step up to the tee on the golf course, I try to consciously forget all 
the golf tips I’ve ever been taught, and simply be a careless vessel. This 
not only improves my game, but makes golf more enjoyable and spiritual. 

Kenosis is not a golf term; it has a Christian origin. Yet it works well for 
the practices of golf and Judaism, too. The wisdom of emptying oneself 
was discussed by rabbinic sages over a millennium ago. It’s taught in rab- 
binic wisdom that “anyone who does not make themselves empty like the 
wilderness cannot acquire wisdom of the Torah.” Those who learn best 
aren't those who arrive full of preconception and knowledge, but rather 
those who show up humble and ready to fill themselves with newness. The 
prophet Hosea tells Israel that God will make the people like a wilderness, 
and render them like a desert (Hosea 2:5). One might think that Hosea is 
forecasting punishment, but he is actually prescribing kenosis. It’s only 
when Israel is brought back to a place of emptiness, according to Hosea, 
that they can once again grow and reconnect with God. : 

The idea that one who seeks fullness of life must first seek emptiness, 
rings as paradoxical truth. It’s parallel to what those in recovery programs 
often learn, that hitting rock bottom is a necessary step towards growth. 
How does one actually practice kenosis? For some, it will be through me- 
diation, for others, through golf, or even perhaps through religious prac- 
tice. When we are too full of ourselves, we leave no room for letting in that 
which is new and holy.

We live in a time and place, namely early 21st century 
on the East End of Long Island, where self-absorption 
is pretty standard. Fashionable concepts of “self-love” 
and “my truth” are ubiquitous in conversations about 
spirituality and mental health, while self-righteousness 

and self-aggrandizement are the postures taken when dis- 
cussing the political, economic and social ills of the day. If 

you read this column, you know that I find these trends deeply 
troubling. So, I was pleasantly surprised when my friend and colleague, Rabbi 

Josh, proposed that we write a column on kenosis — the little-known and obscure 

Greek word found in the second chapter of Philippians in the New Testament. 

In Philippians, St. Paul uses “kenosis” to describe God’s love for humanity. It is 
used as a verb, usually translated as “emptied Himself,” and it refers to Christ's 
willingness to offer his life for the salvation of humanity. Self-emptying is the 
opposite of arrogance, and it is the precursor to true love. Think of it as the anec- 
dote to being full of one’s self. Self emptying, is actually at the heart of Christian- 
ity. Even before the crucifixion, God demonstrated His self-emptying love. He 
did so when He created the universe, pouring his living essence into our world 
and into us, and He did so when He bestowed humanity with free will. 

God let go of Himself in His love for creation. Now, it is our turn to let go.of 
ourselves for something greater. To be our best selves, we need to get out of our- 
selves. To fulfill our calling, we need to throw ourselves into God’s will. We do 
need to take care of ourselves, but we should take care of ourselves for a higher 
purpose. Perhaps embracing the obscure but spiritually important concept of 
kenosis can help us move beyond an ego-centric mindset, toward greater fulfill- 
ment and the greater good. —.,

STATISTICS

t’s easy to take the East End for granted — the 

beauty of its beaches, the special light, the rolling 
farms, the gorgeous homes. 

For Benjamin Dixon, a real estate broker at Doug- 
las Elliman whose team (Mackay-Dixon) often sells 
those gorgeous homes both out east and in the city, 
the fact that a disproportionate number of LGBTQ- 
IA+ youth can’t even count on a home, with all of its 
comforts, is not lost on him. 

On July 9, Dixon will be gathering with hun- 
dreds of supporters, friends, his boyfriend (event 
producer) Bernard Teller, and his co-chairs Rod 
Grozier and Shelly Brown, to fundraise on behalf of 
LGBTQIA+ youth when Hetrick-Martin Institute’s 
(HMI) School’s Out gala returns to the Hamptons, 
this year at a stunning new property, known as The 
Arc House in East Hampton. 

“I was so fortunate to grow up in a household 
where both of my parents supported me. I had some 
fear and trepidation coming out, but I really knew I 
was going to be safe — (I knew) it might be difficult, 
but I knew I would be safe. And from the kids that 
we support, that is often not the case, that is why 
I do this work,” says Dixon, who serves on HMI’s 
Board of Directors. 

According to HMI, “the oldest and largest orga- 
nization helping gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender 
and questioning (LGBTQ) youth to reach their full 
potential,” over 80% of the over 3,000 youth (ages 
13—24) it serves in a year are living below the pov- 
erty level and over 50% are experiencing homeless- 
ness or housing instability. 

Headquartered in downtown Manhattan on As- 
tor Place, adjacent to the Harvey Milk School, HMI 
has provided a wealth of outreach and services for 
LGBTQIA+ for over 40 years, sa aaa: after school 
programs for youth. 

Last year HMI says it conducted 4,500-plus Men- 
tal Health Counseling Sessions (doubled vs. pre- 
pandemic), 1,700-plus Pantry Services (clothing, 
toiletries, laundry, showers) and 1,500-plus Street 
Outreach Interactions. 

“HMI really jumps in and is a family to kids 
whose families have either kicked them out or

where the kids cannot be themselves at home out 
of fear of violence or retribution. We serve youth in 
over a hundred zip codes,” says Dixon, who grew 
up mid-island,; then lived in California for many 
years before heading back east, switching careers 
and buying his first home in Sag Harbor in 2016. He 


now splits his time equally between homes in Sag 


Harbor and Manhattan and sells real estate in NYC 
and out east with his real estate partner Matthew 
Mackay, who Dixon met in 2005 and says “helped 
me get my first apartment in the city.” The Mackay- 
Dixon Douglas Elliman team totals seven. 

Dixon’s involvement with HMI goes back a dozen 
years, when he was working in finance and focus- 
ing on supporting an organization called Freedom 
to Marry — a national campaign to win marriage 
equality. With Dixon’s background in finance, HMI 
members approached him and asked if he would 
join the board. 

.“T told them I would love to do that as soon as we 
finish the work at Freedom to Marry,” says Dixon, 
adding, “Freedom to Marry really hit my heart be- 


cause my mom is actually a lesbian, my father is 


straight, after they broke up...” reflects Dixon. (Dix- 
on’s mother is currently married to her wife and 
lives in Santa Cruz; his father died 10 years ago). 
After marriage equality was achieved in this 
country and after 10 years of attending HMI events 
and bringing friends to be supportive, Dixon joined 
the board at HMI and co-chaired his first School’s 


Out event in 2017 — the year HMI added a dinner to - 


the cocktail party adding significantly to the fund- 
raising pot. (Martha Stewart made paella that year 
at School’s Out at Lisa and James Cohen’s ocean- 
front home in East Hampton.) 

The School’s Out annual event is always the high- 


‘light of the summer LGBTQIA+ season. After scal- 


ing back to a smaller event last summer at Dixon’s 
home, Dixon says School’s Out is “back to the big 
format” this year. 

We caught up with Benjamin Dixon to talk about 
HMI and find out what’s in store for this summer’s 
School’s Out gala in East Hampton. 


How has HMI grown? 

We do the Emory Awards in Manhattan and we 
do School’s Out in the Hamptons — School’s Out 
started just over 20 years ago and it was started be- 
cause HMI at the time shut down in the summer, 
not enough funding, so it really started as a true 
cash flow raising to keep services open for the sum- 
mer when often the youth need those services the 
most because there i is not school to go to during the 
day. 

The event grew and was always in the Hamptons 
— in East Hampton ... and has become a major part 
of our funding. 

Up until 2016 it had grown to about $200,000, 
just the cocktail party. My first year as a co-chair 
in 2017 and we added a dinner. The cocktail ticket 
today is $400 the dinner ticket is $1,500. And add- 
ing that dinner part us up into raising over $300,000 
each year. 


What’s the goal this year for © 


School’s Out? 

Our goal is to be truly back and to have 100 people 
for dinner and over 400 people for cocktails — I 
hope that’s where we end up. (In terms of) ticket 
sales, some people start early but many of the peo- 
ple procrastinate and we see the majority of ticket 
sales the last two weeks. Time will tell. 
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Okay, spill the beans — 
what is planned for this 
summer’s Schools Out 
event? 

We have a really amazing event 
planned. The house is really cool this 
year — it’s a new house. ... It had been 
it Jimmy and Lisa Cohen’s home for 
five years — a beautiful home. Part of 
the excitement of the event is getting 
ee a new home, getting behind the 
dges, if you will. And this is a re- 

exciting home ... The Arc House is 
owned by Lou Levy of the Levy Group 
— he’s an ally and he is good friends 
with (co-chairs) Rod Grozier and 
Shelly Brown. Amazing. 

Joe Kressley our CEO will speak, 
keep it pretty tight, standing outside. 
I usually get up and beg for money. 
... There’s a live auction, I believe we 
have five lots including a weekend at 
the new Pridwin on Shelter Island, a 
in France with two first-class 
tickets — it’s in the South of France — 
another one of our supporters donat- 
ing his home. 

‘We do a silent auction and a paddle 
raise and a short speech. Thom Filicia 
is going to do the auction and paddle 
raise again. 


‘Sounds great. And what 
about the food and drink? 


We have really great sponsors this 
year. All of the liquor has been donat- 
ed, all of the wine, all of the food for 
dinner has been donated. We have re- 
ally amazing gift bags that go out that 
have been donated — a really high net 
contribution, so when somebody buys 
a ticket, a very large amount of that 
goes to the bottom line to help our 
youth.

so we see the money going to youth in- 
stead of going to buy tequila. (laughs) 
It’s a lot of pulling on our networks to 
get a lot of donations to make it an ex- 
citing event, working with homeown- 
ers. The biggest thing is securing the 
location — we’re asking someone to 


allow 500 people on their lawn. 


What would you say is 
the greatest challenge our 
LGBTQIA+ youth faces? 

Look at the picture of our youth: 
More than 90% are people of color, 


more than 80% are living below the 
poverty line, and over half have ex- 
perienced homelessness and housing 
instability or a safe home they can go 
back to — so take your pick, which is 
the greatest challenge there ... 


How can people help? 

Activism. Change helps a lot of peo- 
ple and funding to help get them out of 
poverty and challenges with housing 
and help get them on a solid path. 


What is the most grati- 
fying thing about working 
with HMI? 

The most gratifying thing is talk- 
ing to the youth or talking to someone 
like a Elisa Crespo who was/is an HMI 
alumna ... I’m getting chills right now 
thinking about her story and what 
HMI was to her, and how it allowed 
her to reach her potential. 

Essentially her mother was in an 
abusive relationship, Lisa wanted to 
transition. She, like a lot of transgen- 
der women do, resorted to sex work to 
support her mother ... to get her moth- 
er out of that relationship. She really 
grew up essentially in poverty in New 
York and was in a lot of dangerous sit- 
uations and then ended up coming to 
HMI, eventually going to school and 
then running for public office in the 
city and now is the Executive Direc- 
tor of a nonprofit company New Pride 
Agenda — giving back. 

If you ever have the opportunity to 
hear her speak it’s quite amazing, she 
spoke about three weeks ago at our 
Women Speak event ... everybody im- 
mediately quieted and listened to her 
entire discussion just because she was 
so moving and has such a great story. 

And that’s what does it — when you 
see somebody's life completely change 
for the better by an organization. 
That’s the reason to do it.

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Montauk Boat Captain John Rade Dies 


ohn Joseph Rade, a long-time 

member of the Montauk com- 
munity, died on June 15 at the Kanas 
Center for Hospice Care. 

Growing up in Montauk gave him 
the chance to become a person who 
loved nature, the people he had the 
opportunity to know, his family and 
fishing. Born to Rodovan Richard 
Rade and the former Helen Wac- 
zkowska, and brother Richard, in 
Ozone Park, the family moved to 
Montauk when John was 3 years old, 
and he never looked back. 

His father began fishing, eventu- 
ally as a captain in the Viking Fleet 
under Carl Forsberg Sr. John fished 
on the Viking as well, becoming a 
captain during the winters when the 
Marlin was not fishing. John owned 
his own boats, all named Starfish, 
docking at Mike Kayle’s Inlet Ma- 
rina. Growing up he learned vari- 
ous ways to fish, from the dock at 
Fort Pond, on open party boats such 
as Zev Anderson’s Little Red, and 
a charter boat with captain Charlie 
Kaiser. 

He remembered a time that he 
wasn’t in school and came home at 
the time the school bus got there. He 
found the school principal sitting in 
the kitchen having coffee with his 
mother, asking why he was not in 
school, again. It happened to be a 
great day to fish. 

In addition to being on the Mon- 
tauk School basketball team, win- 
ning the Little Three title and An- 
nual Invitational championship, 
his best recollection in baseball is 
playing, under Coach Zebrowski, 
against Bridgehampton School and 
Carl Yastrzemski. 

His dad, Dick, bought the open 
party boat, Marlin with John and 
Richard as mates. In the 1960s they 
built the 65-foot Marlin III, later add- 
ing the Little Marlin. The boats had 
a strong following of avid fishermen. 

In addition to fishing, the Marlin 
III became one of the first boats to do 
a moonlight sail to Block Island, and 
several years of set-lining for cod on 
Cox’s Ledge. Richard and John loved 
fishing. In 1971 John formed his own 
business, Starfish Enterprises, pur- 
chasing a Maine coast Lobsterman 
and proceeded to become a success- 
ful commercial fisherman, a “Pin 
Hooker.” 

On November 15, 1969 he married 
Karen A. Koelpin, expanding his 
family with the Koelpins and aunts, 
uncles and cousins who had all loved 
Montauk.

His children grew up loving fish-

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Jerry Kremer Reflects on Impact 
on Long Island and Beyond ~

Al “Jerry” Kremer is a Long 
sland political institution. While 
leaders change and elected officials 
come and go, Kremer’s respect among 
our region’s decision-makers has 
withstood the test of time. A high-pro- 
file former assembly member repre- 
senting Nassau County’s South Shore, 
the longtime public servant built his 
profile as a public servant and has 
remained relevant, resourceful and 
revered by many to this day. 

Kremer cut his teeth in government 
as corporation counsel to: the City 
of Long Beach. Representing Long 
Beach in this capacity helped lay the 
foundation for an illustrious political 
career. The attorney by training would 
be elected to New York’s statehouse in 
1966, where he would serve 13 terms 
in the lower house of the legislature. 

Over his time in Albany, he would 
become among the most recogniz- 
able power brokers in the state legis- 
lature. Serving as the chairman of the 
Assembly Committee on Ways and 
Means — still the only Long Islander 
to ever hold the post — he would yield 
his influence to help fortify the powers 
of the legislative bodies in the budget- 
making process for a decade. From 
there, it was his committee that would 
determine how the state’s taxpayer 
dollars were spent. : 

The laws that Kremer was respon- 
sible for introducing and ushering 
through the legislature are as high- 
profile as he is. He sponsored the first 
Lemon Law, protecting motorists 
from being ripped off by auto deal- 
ers if their car was defective. He also 
helped protect journalism in New York 
State with the Shield Law, which es- 
tablished reporters’ rights to refuse to 
reveal the sources of their information 
— a law that has brought light to the 
inner workings of government. He also 
helped pass a law that required public 
transit employees to be trained in CPR, 
which has saved countless lives. 

“I got my taste for politics as a weekly 
newspaper reporter and speechwriter 
for elected officials at age 14, as well as 
an attorney,” he says. “I jumped into 
the field because I thought I could do 
better. I soon learned that public ser-

vice was not for the weak, you need to 
be prepared to give up your personal 
life to do the job — my message to oth- 
ers who sought to enter public life has 
been: If you are not in it to accomplish 
things for the people, then stay home.” 

After retiring from political life in 
1988, Kremer would still remain in the 
public eye. In the first week of Novem- 
ber, he can often be found sitting aside 
evening news anchors, breaking down 
election results as the returns come 
in. His insight appears in various po- 
litical columns and is referenced by 
even those who consider themselves 
experts on the Long Island political 
landscape. 

Professionally speaking, he. would 
make the natural transition to govern- 


ment relations, helping companies, 
corporations and governments work 
with their state-elected leaders. He 
has been trusted to represent For- 
tune 500 and household brands like 


Canon USA, Public Service Electric & © 


Gas, Federal Home Loan Bank of New 
York, as well as various local govern- 
ments whose matters and interests are 
considered before the legislature. 

“My brand of politics was: “What 
can we do that makes a difference 
over the next 10 years?’ Too many of 
today’s politicians are focused on the 
next 10 minutes and just run to gain 
access to power, which is the wrong 
reason,” Kremer says. “I would travel 
the state looking for worthy projects, 
and helped designate funds to build 


everything from the Syracuse stadium 
dome, to college libraries and gym- 


nasiums, to fully funding early child-. 


hood education programs.” 

One of his favorite projects, he says, 
was the restoration of a golf course 
near Montauk Point, which now is 
the state-owned-and-run Montauk 
Downs State Park Golf Course, which 
is revered among golfers. 

Kremer is now widely considered 
among the most powerful lobbyists in 
Albany, as the founder of Empire Gov- 
ernment Strategies. He is also a part- 
ner at the law firm of Ruskin Moscou 
in Uniondale. 

While his career serving New York- 
ers began over five decades ago, he 
maintains an active role in countless 
key local institutions, and by way of 
guidance, helps shape the Long Island 
we now know and love. 


He is a longtime trustee of Hofstra 


University and the Zucker School of 
Medicine at Hofstra University. He 
was recently named the chairman of 
the Council of Independent College 
and Universities Governing Board, 
making him the spokesman for over 
8,100 trustees who serve on New 
York’s 131 college boards. 

“Robert Frost said it best: ‘I have 
miles to go before I sleep and prom- 
ises to keep.’ I remain involved with 
local affairs, charities and education 
because I think that I can help make 
a positive impact on lives on Long Is- 
land and statewide,” Kremer adds. 

And, while the Bronx-born Nassau 
resident still remains active in local 
affairs, he finds refuge from the hus- 
‘tle-and-bustle of politics and govern- 
ment on the East End. 

During the warmer months, Kremer 
spends time in Bridgehampton. He 
can often be seen frequenting various 


local restaurants. When in Bridge- . 


hampton, he is oftentimes relaxing 
with his family, including his wife Su- 
zan, his children Lindsey, Katherine, 


Robin and Nora, and his seven grand-. 


children. 

Also when spending time in the 
Hamptons, he spends time with his 
passion: writing. He is in the process 
of authoring two new books, The Leg- 
end of Bo Davis, about the struggle 
of West Virginia’s drug epidemic, and 
also a tribute to past legislative lead- 
ers whose accomplishments have been 
overlooked by today’s crop of elected 
officials.
